I HAVE noticed, and not without 

regret, that the number of 
players sent off the field in First 
Division matches has recently in- 
creased. £ 


I hope the Federation will in- 
struct its referees to deal harshly 
with any’ misconduct likely to 
cause serious injury to a player 
or any other act likely to hurt the 
good name of soccer. 

The rules permit the referee to 
exclude a player from the game 
for reasons other than a physical 
attack by one player on another. 

They also provide for the ex- 
clusion from the field of play for 
“angentlemanly conduct.” 

I have never had any time for 
“exhibitionism” or “clowning” by 
players during a game. Tenth 

le music-hall acts have no place 
on the soccer field, particularly 
when the paying public comes to 
see soccer. k 

And for my part, I'm getting 
sick of witnessing players’ tem- 
peramental outbursts and tantrums 
during a game. 

Much of this “exhibitionism” 
could be avoided if referees were 
more firm from the very start. 

When players know there is one 
easier ie seid is com- 

letely impartial in his decisions, 
Beas with the rules of the 
game and intending to control it 
without fear or favour, they will 
show him due e 

Firmly believing that prevention 
is far better than cure, I~don’t 
think it would be amiss if the re- 
feree wandered into the dressing- 
rooms prior to the game and men- 
tioned that he hoped for an enjoy- 
able sporting game, he would do 
his best to make it so. But any 
nonsense at all would be firmly 
dealt with — without hesitation 
and, I repeat, without fear or 
favour. 

I am sure such an approach to 
the players, would be appreciated.

I cannot sympathize with an an- 
nouncement in the press recently
